ADMINISIKATIVE ECONOMY 


SEVERAL years ago Senator AJdrfeh 


Parted a lively discussion by declaring4 that 
if he had absolute control of the disburse- 
ments of the Federal government he could 
make a saving of $300,000,000 a year 
without impairing efficiency. 
That is al- 


most a million dollars a day for every work- 
ing day in the year, and immediately the 
country wanted to know how the Senator 
would do it. He didn't explain, but never- 
theless there has been a general belief that 
he was right. 


Instances of extravagance and ineffi- 


ciency in the collection and disbursement 
of government funds are innumerable. Con- 
gress deliberately wastes millions every 
year on the public buildings pork barrel, 
other millions on the rivers and harbors 
bill, and still other millions on the main- 
tenance of the Army and the ,Navfy. Add 
to these big items the many small leaks in 
the various departments and bureaus and it 
is easy to see that the* total might easily 
run to the figure named by Senator Aldrich. 


During 
the Taft 
administration an 


Economy and Efficiency Commission was 
appointed to examine the methods of the 
various governmental departments and re- 
port wherein they could be bettered, 
it 


found that tire chances for saving money 
and increasing efficiency range from 15 to 
75 per cent in every bureau or division of 
the Government investigated, with a gen- 
eral average of about 50 per cent. Thus 
the office of the Adjutant-General of the 
Army was overhauled by experts who found 
that it was costing twice as much as would 
be necessary for efficient administration un- 
der a business-like system. 


Attention is now directed to the oppor- 


tunity for reform in the office of the Col. 
lector of Customs at New York. The Econ- 
omy and Efficiency Commission found that 
the cost of conducting that office i« about 
$4,000,000 yearly of which at least 25 per 
cent is wasted. In the single item of u eigh- 
ing imports there is a loss of from $100,000 
to *3oo,ooo a \ear from the use of anti- 
quated scales 
The commission declared 


that "the weighing machines used b\ the 
New York customs officers are ot such A 
tjpe that if the United States Gcnernmcnt 
should decide to discontinue their u*e and 
put them on the market, it would be illegal 
to sell them or have them m p<*s*v-?ion un- 
der the standard of weights and measures 
law of Great Britain.'
